I have had an opportunity of read­ 
ing the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Oklahoma, seeking, as 
its advocates say, to eliminate the "si­ 
lent vo:e.r I want to enter my solemn 
protest against this proposed am end­ 
ment, notw it ha ta riding Campbell Rus­ 
sell s advocacy thereof, as chairman 
of the P. P. L., so-called, for the rea­ 
sons, first: 
‘‘This is a proposition to amend b3 
adding an extra section to take 
he 
place of .Section 4 of Article XXIV of 
the Constitution, which article refers 
wholly to the method of amending the 
Constitution Itself, 
lf j1 referred 
to 
Section 3 of Article V, which relates 
to the initiative and referendum meas­ 
ures, I would not offer objection, for 
should a law or statute be enanted by 
less than a majority of 
he votes it 
would not prove so dangerous, be­ 
cause it could be amended, modified or 
even repealed by the legislature, but 
should a Constitutional amendment 
be submitted and prove bad it would 
require a vote of the people and the 
entailing of great expense. It is a 
great burden to get up an initiative 
or referendum petition, and no one 
can do it unless money is contributed 
therefor or unless the person procur­ 
ing such petition is wealthy enough to 
l>ear the expense. No provision of our 
cons itution should be amended with­ 
out a clear majority of the people vot­ 
ing affirmatively therefor, and that is 
the requirement of the constitution 
now. 
"lf an element fail to vote and yet 
they vo e in the election, it is large­ 
ly because they do not understand the 
question, and it is the duty of advo­ 
cates of changes in our Constitution 
to discuss and argue 
the 
proposed 
change sufficiently that a majority of 
the people may become converted to 
that doctrine. 
"I was the first to get hit by this 
provision, when the "Torrens Land 
System” was submitted. But I do not 
complain, because it is imperatively 
necessary that 'the question be so 
thoroughly known by the people that 
a majorit yof them stand for it. and 
if I cannot convert them it will be 
because the question is without m er­ 
it. To hold o my other doctrine is to 
deny the final supremacy of right and 
to deny government by a majority. 
"From my 
experience 
and 
from 
reading history of governments, I have 
known but few exceptions to the rule 
that a majority -nay b«* lr isled, but 
a plurality or a fan.ion can never be 
•-listed. It is 
rue that ihe constitu­ 
tion of the United States is too dif­ 
ficult to amend; first, co difficult to 
submit vin amendment, because it re- 
»■ Mires two-thirds of both houses of 
Congress and three-fourtsli 
of 
Hie 
states to ratify. But should we go to 
the Other extreme and provide that 
less than a majority can amend the 
Constitution? The Oklahoma Consti­ 
tution is the easiest amended, for it 
can be amended by a majority of both 
houses of the legislature submitting 
an amendment, and when so submit­ 
ted it is not subject to the governor's 
veto, or fifteen per cen; of the vot­ 
ers may submit an amendment—sub­ 
mit it for the purpose 
of 
discussion 
and adoption when a majority become 
converted ’.o that doctrine. And oth- , 
er rule would prove dangerous, es­ 
pecially in view of the fact that we 
have a good Constitution.
